WASHINGTON, Sept 6.—Professor 


Eniory R. Johnson Is a member of tne 
Isthmian Canal Commission appointed 
y the President to investigate the 
arious routes for the canal across the 
sthmus of Panama and to make a -re- 
tort to Congress. Professor Johnson 
says that this report, upon which Con- 
gress will base its canal legislation, 
ill not, in all probability, 'be ready 
or the coming session of .Congress, 
and therefore he deduces that -there is 


ot likely to be any canal legislation 
uring' the coming winter: .Professor 
ohnson says it will be absolutely iia- 
ossible to get a report ready for sub- 
mission to the-next Congress. 


This news must 'be sorely disappoint- 
ng to all friends of the Nicaragua 
anal. Congress, at last winter's ses- 
ion, absolutely refused to pass the 
anal bill until all routes had been in- 
estigated 
by competent authority 


nd a report made to Congress. That 
was the policy which. Congress adopt- 
d, and that policy, it rather appears, 
will be adhered to next winter. There- 
ore, if the commission fails to get its 
eport in the hands, of Congress during 
the session, there would appear to be 
nothing to be done but to let the mat- 
,er drag along for another year, un- 
ess the friends of the canal come up 
itrong and put the bill .through with- 
out waiting for a report. 


Professor Johnson says, in ex'plana- 


ion of his disappointing statement, 
:hat the commission was instructed by 
President McKinley to make its inves- 
Igatlon.into the various routes tho- 
rough, and he states that the work 
simply cannot be'accomplished before 
next spring. Several members of tne 
commission are now in Paris investi- 
gating the financial condition of the 
Panama canal, and they cannot return 
to this country before the last of Oc- 
;ober. Not before December .will the 
sommission reach the isthmus and be- 
gin investigation there. That work 
says Professor Johnson, will take al 
winter, and after it is completed the 
commission must return to Washing 
:on and prepare its report. 


Professor Johnson's statement makes 


:he outlook exceedingly discouraging 
for canal work. Everybody supposed 
last winter, when Reed killed the cana 
bill and substituted this investigation 
scheme, that the 
inquiry would be 


completed In time for action at the 
session of Congress.

"It seems to be generally admitted 


that German beet sugar, when once i 
comes into competition with the Cuban 
product, must go to/the walL In cast 
Ing. about for some way of saving th 
Industry from titter destruction, many 
plans have been proposed, but th 
most available seems to be to 'increase 
home consumption.' To this end, it Is 
proposed to issue sugar as a ration t 
the soldiers and to encourage farmers 
to feed it to stock, especially^to bogs. 
Of course, this will necessitate th 
cheapening of the article, and the only 
way'ftiis can be effectually accomp- 
lished Is to abolish the/taxes now pai< 
on sugar consumed in Germany, an 
reduce or entirely discontinue sugar 
bounties.

ent, the proceedings being carried on 
in executive session. Dr^ Howard con- 
ducted his own .; defense and Deputy 
Marshal ChUUngworth represented the 
tPolice .Department 
The first; proceeding was to go over 


the testimony' given ;at the inquest, on 
which the verdict was rendered. Wit- 
nesses Were then examined and cross- 
examined and statements made by Dr. 
Howard and the Deputy Marshal. Very 
little new .matter -was brought out, 
however, and the room was' cleared 
while the board-made up its decision, 
of which the following is the sub- 
stance: 


"The unanimous .opinion of the 


Board of Health wto that, after care 
fully reviewing all the evidence pro-, 
dnced and obtainable in regard to the 
treatment of Ane; a native woman, it 
appears that Dr. Howard could not be 
held chargeable with intentional or 
unintentional neglect on his part; that 
there has evidently been an injustice 
clone to Dr. Howard by the coroner's 
jury, which sat on the case of Ane, 
through failure to .take a broad view of 
the duties and responsibilities of the 
dispensary physician, and the board 
fully exonerates Dr. Howard fromithe. 
charge made by the coroner's jury.". 
• Owing to the lateness of the hour, 
the consideration of routine matters 
was necessarily postponed to-'the next 
weekly meeting.

HAWAII'S CUP 


The Bonnie Dundee Was Beaten From 
the Start to the Finish-Description 


of Race for Challenge Cup. 


t«E YACHT GtABYS. 


Winner of the Hawaiian Challenge Cup, 1899. 


Thursday's Daily.) ^ 


. Viewed from the standpoint of the 
unprejudiced observer, the yacht race 
of yesterday was a complete success. 
The crown has passed from the Bon-r 
nie, the queen of Hawaiian waters for 
the past ten years, to the Gladys, a 
new-comer, and the product of Ameri- 
can invention and skill. If the race of 
yesterday is any criterion, the Inter- 
national race, to come off soon, will 
be a walkover for the Columbia. 
!"To all intents and In the eyes of the 
public there were but two yachts in 
the race. The Bonnie, owned and 
sailed by PresidentJDole, was designed 
by Fife, the designer of the Shamrock, 
and was built in Scotland. The Gladys, 
owned and sailed- by T. W. Hobron, 
was designed by V. D. Bacon of Mas- 
sachusetts and built by Stone of. San 
Francisco. 


The 
Hawaii, 
under 
manage- 


ment of Judge Wilcox, and the Ma- 
rion, in command of Dr.. Humphris, 
were kindly entered to make the event 
more interesting, but the struggle was 
generally understood to be between the 
Bonnie and the Gladys, both of which 
were known to be very fast and both 
of which had many backers. TBe Bon- 
nie has never had a competitor, here, 
worthy of her, when she was" under full 
sail, and in all the races of late years 
she has been handicapped by being 
barred from using topsail or spinnaker, 
though without these she has easily 
won against all- comers. 
. The Gladys, which was built primari- 
ly as a pleasure Mat, or cruiser, de- 
veloped so much speed.that her owner 
was convinced that she-could give the 
Bonnie a close rub if she could not 
beat her, and be has been anxious to 
try conclusions; this desire on his part 
resulting in the challenge for the cup, 
which was the cause of this race. 


The event of yesterday proves his 


Gladys to be well founded, as.she went 
to the front before being fairly out of 
the harbor, and was never headed from 
that time. 


The boats got away well bunched, 


the Bonnie crossing the line at 1:0:3, 
followed by the Hawaii at 1:0:7, the 
Gladys at 1:0:10, and Marion at 1:1:0. 
The Marion was a little slow in get- 
ting a start, but was close on the heels 
of the others. The x Gladys rapidly 
forged to the front, however, and 
passed the spar buoy 22 seconds ahead 
of the Bonnie, and at the bell buoy was 
leading the Bonnie by 55 seconds, and 
the Hawaii by 1:50. She steadily in- 
creased her lead to windward, which 
was a great surprise to most of the 
spectators, as this has always 
been" 
* strongest point of the Bonnie's 


sailing, she being able to outpoint all 
competitors heretofore, but the Gladys 
not onlv sailed as close to the wind as 
the Bonnie, bnt distinctly 
outfooted 


her. 
passing the Waterhouse place at 


Waikiki 4:15 in the lead, and rounding 
the stakeboat nt 1:32:30. followed by 
the Bonnie at 3:35:30, the Hawaii at 
1:3&:43. and the Marlon at 1:40:30. The 
Gladys broke out her spinnaker imme- 


as did ihe Bonnie and Hawaii. The 
Bonnie also set her topsail, which wag 
a distinct advantage over her competi- 
tor, and she also had tbe additlona.1 
advantage of a mur.h larger spinnaker. 
The Gladys carries no topsail and her 
spinnaker i« a wirpripinRly urn all onc 
for a boat of her piz*. The additional 
sail area told at onw in thr> Ronnie's 
favor, ft* the Oladrp was no longer in- 
crpasins the distance bettr^fn 
them.

ing at 1:49:45, the Hawaii at 1:53 flat, 
.and the Marion at 2:0:30. ..••;;>:*• 


At 2:24:0 the Gladys took ; in her 


spinnaker and almost at the same mo- 
ment ran into a calm, just .before 
reaching the lower stakebpat: She 
could be-seen .swinging idly tin th,^ 
swells with her sails flapping: from 
side to side while her opponents were 
bearing down on her. at race-horse 
speed. She finally rounded the:Stake!- 
boat at 2:31:31 and stood directly fn- 
shore. At 2:32 flat the'Bonnie furled 
her spinnaker, rounding the stakeboaf 
1 minute later, haVing^educed th'e lead: 
of the Gladys to 1 minute and 29 sec- 
onds. The Hawaii had been doing 
splendid work on the free .run, and at 
2:38:45 took in her spinnaker and im- 
mediately rounded the stakebpat, 6% 
minutes later.the Marion followed in 
her path, but, unlike the other .boats, 
instead of standing in for the .smooth 
water outside the 
breakers, !etood 


away directly for home, running-well 
out tb sea. This undoubtedly militated 
against her, but she was now so far 
astern as to be practically out ot it" 


The wind was very easterly, and ln^ 


stead of coming home in one or two 
tacks, as is usually the case wif&:. the 
Gladys and Bonnie, they had a dead 
beat to the bell buoy^The Gladys' sever- 
al tacks after rounding the lower stake- 
boat were as follows: At 2:36:30 
tacked off-shore; at2'.44:0,stoQd.in; at 
2:55:0 ran out again, .and at 3:02:30 
again stood in-shore; stood off at 
3:10:0; came about at 3:16:0; "came 
about again at 3:25:0; stood in at 
3:34:15; ran out at 3:37:30; stood'in at 
3:45:30. By-this time the Gladys had 
greatly increased her lead over a£l the 
x>ther boats, and it was easily seen that 
unless something unusual occurred she 
Mfas going to win by a good, large mar- 
gin.

- reaching .interest, and importance to 
all foreign residents In Japan, says the 
Japan Weekly Times of August 26th. 
An American citizen, was charged with 
what is now known as-the Chinatown 
triple murder. He was found guilty 
and sentenced to death. We are 'thus 
brought face to face with the fact that 
the revision of the treaties has placed 
IB the hands of the ^Japanese- authori- 
ties iibt only-the Tight tp deal with civr 
11 and commercial; disputes but; what 
is much more serlouB,"the issues of life 
and death. MUler was given permis- 
sion to appeal against the decision of 
the court, and-of that permission, he 
promptly availed himself.. The case is 
therefore still sub Judice, and it would 
be'contrary to custom and obviously 
improper to criticize the verdict or the 
evidence by which the public procura- 
tor succeeded in establlsWng/his .case. 
Inasmuch, however, as -the ByBtem of 
criminal investigation in this country 
differs so widely .from that obtaining 
in England and America, there are cer- 
tain facts to which we think .It advis- 
able to draw attention. In the first 
place as to.the constitution of the 
court 
The: system 
of 
trial ;;;by 


jury will probably never be adopted in 
Japan. At all events the country is 
not yet ripe for it. ./And in the absence^ 
of such a:sy8tenVW can conceive of 
no more suitable:, tribunal to determine 
an important issue than a presiding 
judge and two associates. These gen- 
tlemen are not only well .acquainted 
•with the-iaws" of theif country; but 
have?learnedly their previous experirr 
euce at the bar to estimate the weight 
and value of evidence. The law which 
they have to. .administer is a-different 
nmtter^i.Thie Criminal Code of Japan 
is manifestly founded upon - French 
law; for the, secret preliminary en- 
quiry is repugnant to Englishmen and 
Americans alike. , In . England, from 
the moment :a.;man is arrested or 
charged with any offence he is brought 
face to face w\thr every witness who 
may be Called for the prosecution, with 
full power either personally" of : by 
counsel to cross-examine him upon the 
statements made/ This is a privilege 
of infinite value, not.only in the inter- 
ests of the accused 
person .but 


also for' the purjpose of elucidat- 
ing the ;:'t^fr.V^''t-""ft^ft^fo«tibri 
has been ridiculed and parodied from 
,time immemorial but its \ intrinsic 
and undoubted Value has been, testified 
to by such, past: masters in the art as 
Lord Russell of KiUowen, Sir Henry 
Hawkins, Sergeant Ballantine, Mon- 
tague Williams andra host of ether dis- 
tinguished men. Ijihe question,' too, 
of calling witnesses is of very great 
importance. It has'been discussed in 
the local press, and we venture -to 
think prematurely. The rule in Eng- 
land Is to .allow an accused person to 
subpoena" any witness he chooses. If 
the testimony- tendered Is contrary to 
the laws of evidence, or not relevant 
to the. issue, the judge has power to 
reject it, but the broad rule is that no 
obstacle shall be placed in the way of 
an accused persoja to prevent him from 
giving an answer to the charge pre- 
ferred against him. When.the Miller 
- case is concluded we may have some 
farther: comments ip';tmake, but in the 
meantime the manner in which the 
case is conducted cannot fail to inspire 
all foreigners resident in Japan with 
confldence-'that the authorities are not 
only willing, 'but fully competent to 
discharge the onerous duties which 
the revision of the treaties have cast 
upon them.

The following account of the actual 


court proceedings, published in the 
English department. of the Yorodzu 
Cboro, a Japanese vernacular paper 
published in Tokyo, will be of interest 
in connection with the above and as 
a specimen of quaint English: 


"The first Japanese court, which- is 


to pass judgment, upon a foreigner, 
was opened on Monday last at the Yo- 
kohama Cbiho Saibanaho. The case 
treated was the Miller triple murder 
affair. Among .both natives and for- 
eigners the case aroused great- Inter- 
cut, on account of the horrible nature 
of the crime, and the importance of the 
case, which may be taken as a typical 
one Illustrative of the method of Jap- 
anese criminal • procedure. A great 
number of eager people flocked to the 
law court in order to see the trial. 
Many waited in front of the gate from 
very early hours in the morning, and 
by the time the room, in which the 
trial was conducted,' was opened the 
number of people who were anxious to 
gain admittance swelled to aeveral 
hundred*. Only about wventy,. how- 
ever, were allowed to enter, besides 
some thirty newspaper reporters and 
a ' doxen foreigners. The room was 
small and ill-ventilated mod it was a 
matter of pain for a weak man to re- 
main there for a considerable length 
of time. 


"At about quarter past 9 a. m. the 


.Chief Judge, Mr. Sato; two Associate 
Judges, Messrs. Shtdara and Mori I; 
the Public Procurator, Mr.'Tsutsnml; 
five barristers to defend tb« accused. 
Messrs. Akly&ms, Ix>wdw and three 
others; interpreter tor the prisoner, 
Mr. Kob&yaahi; the accused, Robert, 
Miller; and perera.1 others concerned 
entered the Court and the trial was 
commenced.

Barrister Akiyama is 
a man of established fame and as such 
he will no doubt make a splendid de- 
fence for. his client In fact, he ad- 
vanced a well-conceived argument in 
his favour. As an interpreter, Mr. Ko- 
bayashi (a naturalized foreigner) was 
very good and did his work faithfully, 
but 'Miller, whenever he* found it con- 
venient to himself, insisted that he 
was misinterpreted.

; ;"As for the proceedings, they were 
conducted in & quiet and serious man- 
ner, the hearing having been minute- 
ly made, and. to UH it seemed that for- 
eign .critics will. -flnd little cause for 
complaint.. Only the carrying on of the 
examination through • an interpreter 
segmed to spoil the trial to a great 
extent Although, as before said, Mr. 
Kobayashl did his work admirably, 
there is no denying that the -trial 
would have been more effectively con- 
ducted, if the Judges, the Procurator 
and the Barristers could have directly! 
spoken to the. accused, who often es- 
caped on the plea that he was misin- 
terpreted. -We felt more than .ever the 
necessity; of linguistic accomplishment 
in a man, who'has to dp anything with 
foreigriers." ;

WASHINGTON, 
August 
31.—The 


Secretary of .the Navy : has directed 
that all estimates for requirements for 
the naval service next year shall be 
submitted by tomorrow, September 1, 
thus giving him thr^e months for: co- 
ordinating them tor submission to 
Congress. 
Accordingly the several 


naval bureaus have been active 01 late 
preparing their final figures, *nd all 
the estimates, with the exception of 
those relating to armor and ordnance, 
will be^on hand tomorrow. They show 
in general considerable increase all 
along the line, owing to the rapid de- 
velopments of the navy, the unprece- 
dented amount of naval shipbuilding 
now. In progress and the enlarged de- 
mands growing-gat of the war and the 
acquisition'otmew;teiTttory.

The largest l»m is?,?18,000,000, un- 


der the head itfucreaae of the Navy," 
which is $5,0*00,000 more than.any pre- 
vious estimate under this head. It is 
due to the unusual nuniber .pf,war- 
ships ..-now In course of constiruoaoa, 
aggregating fifty-four in all classes, a 
total much in excess of the number 
under ^construction at any previous 
time in the history of the navy.

Aside from the bureau estimates the 


Secretary of the - Navy will prepare 
such estimates as 'he deems expedient 
for the new ships. There is no intima- 
tion thus far as to what'new ships 
will be recommended, but the impres- 
sion prevails in well informed naval 
quarters that the Secretary" will .con- 
fine his recommendation to three 6000- 
ton protected cruisers, to cost .about 
f 1,250,000 each. : These were recom- 
mended last year and /were the only 
ships not authorized by Congress, so 
that it is thought likely the need of 
them will again be presented.
